"Drawing today," lie said, "Includes 


more than It used to; It has to do with 
form and color. Decorations aro not 
simply outline and shade, but also plain 
colors oL 
1 appearance. 
We must consider 


not only the beauty of colors and sym- 
metry of form, but the relation of one to 
the other. It is our purpose to train the 
minds of the.pupils to combine these ele 
ments so as to get the best benefits. 


'•The three characteristics of crude 


color taste as displayed by very young 
children and barbarous nations ure bril- 
liancy of color, amount of colors nnd con- 
trast oE colors. 
A refluod color taste 


calls for purity of color, rather than bril- 
liancy, graduation of color rather than 
quantity, and harmony of color rather 
than contrasts. 


"In starting out to refine the pupils' 


oolor taste we should give him colors that 
are at 0:100 brilliant and pure, appealing 
to his crude taste and gradually refining 
It. The spectrum furnishes good ma 
torlal for a beginning, as It is the purest 
color on earth. All the children know 
' red, blue and yellow; fonr-nfths of them 
know green and some of them are able to 
distinguish between violet and blue. 


"Using the Bpectrnm as the starting 


point, the next duty is to Ux the stand- 
ards of color in the pupils' uilud; then to 
teach them to discriminate in the same 
manner as they do between the different 
membcrd of a famiiy. 


The aext step is the scales of color 


•s-ith their multifarious tones and hues by 
a sort of color analysis, which will show 
that some of the things that are despised 
possess a large scale, of colors in their 
composition. Then there are the compli- 
mentary hues and scales or groups of 
color by which It cn.n be shown that while 
no color in. a group is complementary Jto 
any color In another group, the effect of 
the combination may be complementary to 
the effect ol the other group. 


"The typical paLrs o£ complementary 


colors are red and blue—green, orange 
and i;re\;n—blue; yellow and vioiet—blue; 
green and violet—red; blue and orange— 
yellow, and violet and green—yellow. We 
as teachers should learn these colors, so 
that we can see them in imagination as a 
trained musician cau hear the air of a 
musical composition simply by reading 
the notes. 


"Then thepupils should have color illus- 


trations of contrasted harmony,analagous 
harmonies, complementary harmony and 
perfected harmony. The teacher can by 
her dress and arrangement of things In 
the schoolroom do much to reflne the color 
sensu of her pupils." 


The speaker before closing spoke at 


length of the relation oi form and arrange- 
ment to 2,rt, the laws governing the latter 
and the adoption of those laws. 


Mr. Bailey made his remarks more com-

He fully 
confirms the dispatches of several days 
as"o. In these reports It was announced 
that the Mohammedan inhabitants had 
teen besieged In their houses at Kisair.o. 
Firing in the streets finally followed, e,nrl 
23 pei-sons were said to ha-ve been killed, 
the bodies remaining unburled for sev- 
eral days. This Italian officers says, in 
bis report: "Firing by the Christians 
in the streets caused a stampede of the 
Mohammedan population. The most of 
tin1 natives made little defense. Only a , 
few of the Christiana were wounded.

"I did not see any corpses, ilost of 


the bodies had been removed or burled 
bel'ore I reached Kisamo, but the names 
of the victims have been recorded, and 
the reference as to the number killed and 
wuunded has not been exaggerated."

He fully 
confirms the dispatches of several days 
ago. In these reports H was announced 
Unit the Mohammedan Inhabitants had 
bei^n besieged In their houses at Kisamo. 
Firing in the streets finally followed, and 
2U persons were said to have been killed, 
the- bodies remaining unburted for sev- 
eral days. This Italian officers says, in 
his report: 
"Firing by the Christians 


in the streets caused a stampede of the 
Mohammedan population. The most of 
the natives made little defense. Only a 
few of the Christians were wounded. 


"I did not 6ee any corpses. Host of 


th(; bodies had been removed or burled 
before I reached KLsaiho. but the names 
of the victims have been recorded, and 
the reference as to the number killed and 
wounded has riot been exaggerated." 


According 
to reports received at 


Canea, a. Turkish warship arrived at 
Kisamo on Wednesday last, and was 
Immediately fired on by the Christians. 
The Mohammedan population Is now shut 
up In Kisamo fortress, whera six Chris- 
tians have also token refuge. 


Iteports from every quarter In Grots 


Indicate Increasing gravity In the situa- 
tloa. The Mohammedans of Sltla have 
apparently been hard pressed by the 
Christians surrounding the town. They 
sent an urgent request to the governor
